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Some revelations that have just I 


been made by the New York Times 
concerning the use of public moneys 
for 
personal affairs by F. H. La- 


Guardia, president of the New York 
board of aldermen, and a former 
member of congress, will be of in- 
terest to the voters of Wisconsin. 


The Times in a recent issue makes 


public a statement made by Comp- 
troller Charles L. 
Craig of New 


York in which publicity is given to 
a number of telegrams of a private 
and political nature which LaGnar- 
dia sent out on taxpayers' money. 


Wisconsin voters will be interest- 


ed in the telegrams because of some 
sidelights it throws on the Lenroot 
boom for president before the re- 
cent republican convention.1 


Following Lenroot's vote on the 


oil leading' bill it will be recalled 
that an oil promoter, Frank G, Cur- 
tis of New York, started the Len- 
root boom.

After the primary election La- 


Guardia sent a telegram to W. A. 
Dudley, the representative of the 
national committee 
in 
Wisconsin, 


congratulating Wisconsin on Len- 
root's victory. 
Dudley worked in 


Wisconsin lining up the big business 
interests in behalf of Lenroot. 


Wisconsin's interest in these reve- 


lations does not rest wholly upon 
their historical value. It is also in- 
terested for the reason that Mr. La 
Guardia has heretofore been count- 
ed upon to lay a part in the cam- 
paign which Sen-tor Poindexter_and 


i his Republican campaign committee 
1 are planning ?nd expect to stage in 
1 Iii22 for the guidance of the mis- 


-uided and benighted electorate of 
Wisconsin in the selection of a sen- 
ator to succeed Senator La Follette.

Chicago, dated June 2, 1920, and 
roads "as follows:

On the same day, June 2, 1920, in 


the afternoon, a further telegram 
was sent to this same Mr. Curtiii, 
addressed at the Blackstone Hotel, 
Chicago, and read as follows: 


'"Your telegram from Chicago 


just received following mine of 
this morning- 
Can arrange to 


leave here Friday, 6. p. m., arriv- 
ing Chicago Saturday, 3 p. m., if 
accommodations available. Do 
you want me to do this or shall 
I 
hold 
my 
reservation with 


New York delegation special. 


"LaGUARDIA." 


Mr. Curtis evidently paid for the 


message he sent as it does not ap- 
pear among those paid for by the 
city of New York and revealed by 
the comptroller. It evidently was a 
call to Mr. LaGuardia to hasten to 
the field of action. It also contained 
other instructions as is revealed by 
a study of the first telegram above 
quoted and another sent on Friday 
June 4. 


Before quoting this later telegram 


careful study should be made of the 
first telegram above quoted, and it 
should be noted with what care the 
Lenroot managers were approaching 
the'delegation from 
Pennsylvania, 


which had been picked by Senator 
Penrose,

.Tud'gc Harry Edwards, who was on 
the bench, and court attaches ran 
to the room and found Countryman 
'ying on the floor dead, with a pis- 
tol clasped in his hand. His wife 
and sister-in-law were in an adjoin- 
ing room.

original second company. The hand 
engine which served the company 
is still in use in Sa.uk City.. 


The building was remodeled eijjht 


years ago when motor

HINTS ABOUT SILK . HOSIERY. 


Here are some practical 
hints 


from a manufacturer 
concerning 


the care of silk hosiery: 


"When you once become recon- 


ciled to the fact that silk hosiery is 
made from fine, gossamer threads 
of fairy delicacy, yo'a will under- 
stand and appreciate the attention 
and care necessary to their upkeep. 
Of course, they cannot be dragged 
over the feet with the same care- 
.less motion as a pair of lisle hose. 


"When putting • on a" »ilk stock- 


ing, always roll it down to the heel 
and gently draw over the foot and 
leg, without straining at any one 
point, 


"Few women know the proper 


method necessary to prevent that 
greatest- of all silk hose 
evils-— 


'runs.' The customary manner is to 
fasten garters to hose tops while 
in a standing position, whenf as a 
matter of fact, this particular op- 
eration should be done seated, • to 
allow the knee the space that the 
change from a standing to a sitting 
position requires, and so prevent 
wie sudden snapping 
of 
delicate 


threads; 
- 'To avoid friction at toe and heel, 
one-half size larger than worn gen- 
erally should be purchased, to per- 
mit slight- shrihkage in washing. 


"Firiger rings with high settings 


are apt to catch the fine threads and 
cause ^runs.' It is wise to remote 
•such rings while dressing or un- 
dressing. 


"Use oMy_jwarm water 
and a 


soft, alkaline loao when washing; 
also, to avoid fading. • delicately- 
colored' stockings, dry indoors, away 
from the strong svm or daylight: 
also, too much heat in drying or 
ironing makes the silk tender. If 
ironing is necessary, do this on the 
wrong side cif.the stocking, with a 
warm (not-hot) iron. 


"Silk hose should never be -worn 


twice without washing, and it is 
better to give each pair a short 
rest period after use."

The Fight to Keep "Inside" 


hailroad Graft 


The Clayton Act," Which Prohibits It, Was About to Be En- 


forced After Six Years of Suspension—Then Look

N another column you will find a- news' editorial under the 


heading "La Folletle's Last Letter to Wilson." If space had 


permitted, a better caption would have been, "La Follette's First 
Letter to the President in Four Years." 


But the Senator's letter is but one point in this important 


narrative of how the railroad interests slipped another piece of 
vicious special legislation through congress, and how Senator 
La Follette and the new "progressive alliance" at Washington 
beat them in the end. 


The design was to suspend still farther enforcement of that 


clause of the Clayton Anti-Trust law, which forbids railroads to 
purchase from supply companies in which railroad officials hold 
an interest. 


The tremendous'scope of this "inside" railroad graft, and 


its drain on the public for two generations, is described in this 
article. 


If the mayor of an alderman of a city, or ;i legislator or i 


governor, should make official contracts for his own^privat 
profit with companies of which he was owner, he would be sen 
to jail if found out. 


But when the same thing was done by a railroad official, ii 


was no: only iterated, but the official was envied and admirec 
when he displayed the fruits of his ill-goUen gains in big and 
expensive houses or in luxurious limousines.

That the'railroad magnates felt sure that enforcement of 


the law would be still further postponed (it had already been 
held up for six years) seems to be supported by the current 
charjre of William H. Johnston. President of the International 
Association of Machinists. 


This gentleman, in a petition to the"Interstate Commerce 


Commission, states that railroad managements, especially those 
affiliated with the Morgrai. interests, are closing their repair 
shops, throwing thousands of union men out of employment and 
giving their locomotive and freight car repair work at "extor 
tiona'.c rates" to large private equipment companies in which 
the "railroad capitalists or banking groups are heavily inter- 
ested." 


Indeed, it looks as if this attempt to hold up the Clayton 


act was intended as ni^uch to ideal a blow to union labor as to 
loot the railroad funds guaranteed by the people under the 
Esch-Cummins law. 


As a rule no one has clamored more lustily against Govern- 


ment Ownership than the grafting private officials of railroads. 
Public ownership always meant an end to their graft. 


One way to defeat or postpone public ownership was to 


make the public believe that their government is corrupt. As 
long as the people believed that, railroad officials who were 
faithless to their trust would be secure in their privilege to 
graft. 


Government officials, though sometimes incompetent and 


inefficient, are seldom dishonest, while our higher railroad of- 
ficials—with many noble exceptions—have been trained under a 
system of private ownership that taught efficiency but tolerated 
dishonesty. 


President Wilson, coached by La Follette and others who 


knew the facts, vetoed the vicious bill in question; holding that 
six years of delayed enforcement of the prohibition of interlock- 
ing deals were more than ample time for preparing to obey the 


law. 


"The wholesome effects which its application was intended 


to produce," says the veto message, "should no longer be with- 
held from the public and from the common carriers immediately 
Concerned, FOR WHOSE PROTECTION IT WAS PARTICU- 
LARLY DESIGNED." 


This last bit of sarcasm was no doubt appreciated by the 


railroad senators who had thought themselves too sharp for 
Senator La Follette.

seven senators were present, and 
La Follette was momentarily

when La Follette, re-entered

senate chamber to be greeted with 
triumphant smiles of the railroad 
group.

law. 


More than that, it would 
work in- 


cidentally, but none the less ir.tcn- 
cionally, to' break the unions an<J 
degrade industrial conditions in the 
•i-ailroad shops. 


Secretary of Labor Wilson wrote 


:he presid-ent in -a

vein, 


stressing especially the latter phase 
:)f this legislation. He showed how 
this continued suspension of 
the 


law was in effect a repudiation of j 
the authority of the railr, ad wage 
board; for the shop work, when lei 
out to the supply companies, would 
not be regulated by the award of 
the board. 
He charged, moreover, 


that one object of the excessive pro- 
fits to be-allowed the supply'com- 
panies from the railroad funds was 
to enable them to wage war on the 
unions. 


On top of these communications,

standard railroad organizations ask- 
ing a veto of the bill; while various, 
other steps,' more _or less confiden- 
tial, were taken by other members 
of the liberal group-to bring atoul 
this end.' 


Labor Takes Hold. 


The result was a. veto message 


by President- Wilson that fell like 
a bombshell in the senate. It came 
on the last day., of the year, and 
on the very' last day that it was 
possible for him to utter'it. 


It sent Senator Kellog, ,head of 


the 
pro-railroad 
clique, 
rushing 


about .the chamber like a wild man, 
while Senator Smoot, of the same 
gentry, stood baffled like a1 stalled 
ox. But'when Senator La Fo'.lette, 
with the laugh now - on his side! 
proposed to begin discussion of the 
veto at once, the Old Guard revived 
and proposed that it be referred to 
committee. •

This attempt to kill off debate on 


the subject was promptly met by 
the Wisconsin' senator, and the rail-i 
road^group, 'rather than precipitate, 
discussion at that time .and imperil 
other, bills through long delay, re- 
luctantly yielded to ,.La Follette's 
motion that'.the veto lie on the ta- 
ble .until taken up by-the senate. 
., This it will be in the near future, 
and while thesre is- not' the ^lightest 
danger of. the resolution—witt the 
light of publicity 
upon, it—being 


passed over the 
president's veto, 


Senator La Follette r.nd his pro- 
gressive colleagues will have the 
opportunity previously denied then1 


to show up the whole ill-smelling 
piot back "of this joint resolution. 


And here it niay.be added 
th;it, 


had this resolution not boon step- 
ped, 
there is strrng reason for be- 


lief that it would hav-e been fol- 
lowed by another bill making per- 
manent the looting of railroad com- 
panies by the railroad supply com- 
panies owned by railroad '"insiders." 


This bit of inside Washington his- 


tory relates but one instance of the 
methods by which the special in- 
terests and their henchmen in con-, 
(tress "put.over" legislation against 
Ihe .public welfare. 


The fact is that this plotting and 


maneuvering is going on all the 
time. 


Were it not for Senator La Fol- 


!ette and the. small grO,up' of sen- 
ators and representatives' like-mind- 
ed, most of this' nefarious legisla- 
tion would go through unchallenged. 
As it is, they are able to stop some 
if it at last. 


But these congressmen cannot be 


omnipresent; nor are 
their 
re- 


sources such as to enable them, at 
nil times, to combat the trempndous 
equipment of organized wealth. 


People's Bureau Necessary. 


i"ou now realize, more than ever, 


the importance of such rf people's 
bureau at Washington- as Senate? 
La Follette has projected, and which 
was recently discussed in these col- 
umns. 


Such a bureau -would, among oth- 


er things, provide an- expert ob- 
server for each house of congress, 
to be constantly on the job and at 
once to sound the alarm in'case the 
forces of privilege . took advantage 
of opportunity to "put one over."
